Anyway, we know where we are. We’re 
at Jamaica, from now on, and after we 
resume in 1951, until the first week in 
next May. Perhaps this is to anticipate 
next season’s schedule, but there aren’t 
likely to be any startling changes. Au- 
thorities in New York do things slowly, 
because this creates the illusion of liv- 
ing longer. 

Specifically, the first six days of the 
present meeting belong to Jamaica, and 
the rest of the season, through Novem- 
ber 15, to Empire City, which is a state 
of mind rather than a race track. If 
you see John A. Morris having lunch in 
the dining room, it’s Jamaica. If it’s 
James Butler, it’s Empire City. As far 
as the customers are concerned, it makes 
no difference at all. 

The first few days of the meeting were 
remarkable chiefly through the ending 
of two streaks, On October 12, the 
opening day, Hirsch Jacobs won a race 
with a $4,000 filly named Fleet Vixen, 
which he had claimed almost exactly 
a year earlier from Belair Stud for 
$7,000. Jacobs hadn’t won a race since 
September 13 at Aqueduct, and Fleet 
Vixen broke a string of 44 losers. He’d 
gone through the entire Belmont meeting 
without a winner. 

A somewhat longer streak ended the 
following day. Bobby Permane, after 
his comeback last June, had been riding 
remarkably well; in fact he’s still riding 
well, as far as I can see. But he went 
into a slump, a phrase which means 
nothing at all except that you don’t have

winners. He’d missed on 67 consecutive 
mounts when he got down, in the last 
race, on Ball Hawk. It was a somewhat 
remarkable race in that the call at the 
eighth-pole read almost exactly like that 
at the finish, only backward. The horse 
that was first a furlong out finished sev- 
enth, and the winner, at that point, had 
eight horses to catch. Permane, inci- 
dentally, is to be married on May 29 to 
one of the nurses who helped him through 
his long recuperation from injuries suf- 
fered in a spill in March, 1949, 


IN AND OUT. Middleground, as 
everyone interested in racing knows, 
fractured both sesamoid bones in his 
right fore ankle in a blowout on Wed- 
nesday of last week, and ended his rac- 
ing career permanently. He’s been so 
sensible and co-operative regarding the 
treatment that Max Hirsch thinks that he’s 
almost sure to survive for stud duty, so 
perhaps King Ranch has not lost any- 
thing but money, of which it already 
has some. 


Out with less attention went Stymie, 
which really hadn’t been back in. But 
he was taken up in midsummer, given 
preliminary training by Jack Skinner, 
first at Middleburg and then at Belmont, 
and was turned over to Hirsch Jacobs at 
Jamaica, a couple of weeks away from 
a race. But a week or so ago he rapped 
himself in his stall, apparently not dam- 
aging himself much, but scaring Jacobs 
considerably. It was then decided that 
the chance of racing him successfully 
wasn’t worth the risk that was being 
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Robert Permane 


taken, and Stymie goes back to Ken- 
tucky to the stud. Bringing him back 
had seemed an over-ambitious job, but 
at least no harm has come of it. 

Back to the races now goes Assault, 
which has been training at King Ranch. 
He was being trained almost solely be- 
cause of his sterility, and it was not 
until he was more than half fit that it 
was discovered that some range mares 
he had been running with were in foal. 
He was going so well that he was kept 
at work, and now he’s to be sent to Cali- 
fornia where W, J. (Buddy) Hirsch will 
campaign him. The hope is still faint, 
but nevertheless alive, that the ranch 
will eventually get a few Thoroughbred 
foals from him. 

Another comeback which seemed close 
to fruition last Saturday is that of Pal- 
estinian, which was among the top four 
or five 3-year-olds last year when he 
went out with a bowed tendon. He had,

The rating of Lotowhite leaped considerably after 
the Grey Lag Handicap. About 24 hours after 
Thomas G. Benson, of Texas, had purchased the 
son of Devil Diver from Hal Price Headley for an 
undisclosed price, the colt won the ninth running 
of the Grey Lag Handicap, and paid $20,350 to- 
ward his purchase price. 

Lotowhite, which had not won a_ stakes race 
since defeating Royal Castle and Sturdy One in 
Experimental Handicap No. 1 in April, was sold 
privately the day before the Grey Lag Handicap. 
Other horses involved in the sale were the 3-year- 
old filly Valuta, by Sir Damion—Volette, by *Dis 
Done, and the 3-year-old gelding Thirty Love, by 
Eight Thirty—Who Me, by Menow. 

After winning Experimental Handicap No. 1, 
Lotowhite finished out of the money in the Ken- 
tucky Derby, did not run in the Preakness, and 
was unplaced in the Belmont Stakes. He won a 
mile sprint at Arlington Park on July 1, and was 
unable to win any of five starts preceding the 
Grey Lag Handicap. 

The son of Devil Diver was the first 3-year-old 
to win the Grey Lag, and was the only 3-year-old 
in the 1950 renewal. His weight, at 103 pounds, 
was the lightest in the field, but by the scale he 
gave from one to five pounds to five older horses. 
The high weight was carried by Mrs. E. L. Hop- 
kins’ Three Rings, which shouldered scale weight 
of 126 pounds, giving 17 pounds by the scale to 
Lotowhite. The ex-Headley colt also received 
weight by the scale from Piet, Arise, One Hitter, 
and Palestinian. 

Lotowhite was unable to keep up with the pace- 
makers Three Rings and Reveille in the early fur- 
longs of the 1;5-mile race, but he got to the rail 
in the stretch, and was able to hold Piet in the run 
for the wire.

For the Grey Lag, Lotowhite was saddled by 
Frank Barnett, the Headley trainer. In the future 
he will be trained by A. G. (Bob) Robertson. For 
Jockey Keith Stuart the race represented his first 
victory in a_ stakes.

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TOWN OF THE TURF 


Newmarket, Center of Racing, 


Breeding, Training, Selling 


By Peter Willet 

Few towns can boast such an exclusive 
devotion to a single purpose as can New- 
market, in the English county of Suffolk, 
known for the breeding, rearing and train- 
ing the Thoroughbred horse. The visitor 
is aware of that Newmarket atmosphere 
even before he reaches the town, as on 
the train from London he passes through 
the spacious and carefully tended pad- 
docks of some of the world’s most famous 
stud farms. 

In the town’s High Street, the dignified 
facade of the Jockey Club buildings, the 
saddlers’ shops, the racing silks on dis- 
play in tailors’ windows, the conversation 
in the inns, all proclaim the existence of 
community with a common, all-embracing 
interest. 

Adjoining the outskirts on the Cam- 
bridge side of the town is the heath. It 
is an austere stretch of level turf—incred- 
ibly bleak on chilly April days when 
race-goers collect for the first meeting of 
the year, and on misty, wet autumn after- 
noons. Its broad expanse is broken only 
by the stands of the Rowley Mile and 
July courses, and by the straight monot- 
onous line of the famous Devil’s Dyke that 
intersects it. But both in summer and 
winter, there is no mistaking the distinc-

tive emanation of the heath. Even a 
stranger realizes immediately that here 
one thing alone counts—the racing of the 
Thoroughbred horse. 


THE JOCKEY CLUB. Newmarket occu- 
pies an exceptional position in the life of 
the English Turf. It is the focal point of 
the most important horse-breeding district 
and by far the greatest training, center

with a population of well over 1,000 horses 
in training annually. It is linked insepar- 
ably with the development of the authority 
of the Jockey Club, the governing body of 
English racing and the prototype of Turf 
control in nearly every country where 
horse racing is established. It shares. with 
Doncaster, the honor of holding the most 
important bloodstock sales in Britain, and 
since World War II it has become the 
home of equine veterinary research. 

The emergence of Newmarket as the 
headquarters of racing in England dates 
from the reign of Charles II in the mid- 
17th Century, His grandfather, James I, 
had hunted in the district, but his sport- 
ing instincts were not directed specifically 
towards racing and it was not until 
Charles If himself perceived the advant- 
ages of the heath that its possibilities 
began to be properly exploited. 

This King, whose enthusiasm for racing 
was unbounded, built a palace in New- 
market and moved the entire Court there 
for weeks at a time. The resources of an 
obscure market town were entirely inade- 
quate for the accommodation of the 
crowd of courtiers, and many of them were 
forced to camp in tents upon the heath, 


King Charles’s interest in racing had 
two effects which were vital for the future 
development of the sport. The first was 
that his intense preoccupation with the 
problems of the Turf led to his appoint- 
ment as an official arbiter in all racing 
disputes. The second was that the pres- 
ence of the King and Court gave New- 
market a prestige not shared by other 
courses. These two factors combined to 
pave the way for the later supremacy of 
Newmarket in all Turf matters, and for 
the acceptance of the leadership of the 
Jockey Club, which in the mid-18th 
Century, acquired premises and settled 
permanently in the town. 


TYPICALLY ENGLISH. The growth 
of the Jockey Club as the ruling body in 
racing was typically English. Its develop- 
ment was largely accidental. The club. 
first opened in London, was formed by 
noblemen and their friends who were in- 
terested in the Turf. As the years passed. 
however, they were compelled to wage 
war against swindlers who began to infect 
the Turf increasingly towards the end of 
the 18th Century. The steady acquisition 
of proprietary rights on the heath enabled

them to enforce their decrees against of- 
fenders, while the respect of promoters 
of racing elsewhere for Newmarket lead- 
ership brought a slow but sure extension 
of the Jockey Club influence over Britain 
until, by the last year of the 18th Century, 
it was virtually complete. 

Previous mention has been made of 
bloodstock sales at Newmarket. These 
are by no means the town’s least im- 
portant contribution to the prosperity of 
the Turf. The two principal sales are , 
the July sales of yearlings (the counter- as 
part of the renowned September sales at 
Doncaster) and the December sales of 
horses-in-training, which provide an an- 
nual clearing house for the great stables 
which are reorganizing their resources 
for the following year. These principal 
sales are supported by subsidiary ones in 
October and January, which are in the 
nature of an overflow. 

The sales, as an institution. owe their 
existence to the business sense of Richard 
Tattersall. In the late 18th Century Tat- 
tersall founded in London an auction ring 
for horses at Hyde Park Corner, later 
moving to more spacious quarters in

$1,161.

6 weanlings for $6,700, average $1,117; 
and two stallions for $1,100.

(Babe) Wells paid for the 8-year-old 
mare Gala Red (*Sir Gallahad 3rd—

Notes on the Sale 


The sale was held under a large tent at 
Puckety Farm, erected in a paddock near 
one of the principal barns. The weather 
was ideal—a hazy, golden October after- 
noon.

Just before the sale began. it was learn- 
ed that the loudspeaker equipment was 
not functioning. But Announcer Hum- 
phrey Finney and Auctioneer George 
Swinebroad were equal to their duties, 
and carried on without the aid of the 
amplifiers. 

The sale was managed by Hugh Goff, 
son of the late M. B. Goff. Hugh Goff 
and his brother Harry intend to remain 
in racing and breeding on a small scale. 
They expect to keep a few broodmares, 
and will buy or lease a smaller farm. The 
Goff lease on the present establishment 
expires next March 1. 

The audience was pleased to note that 
A. B. Hancock was well enough to attend 
the auction. The tall Bourbon Countian, 
assisted by Arthur Hancock Jr. and Har- 
ris Robertson, walked over to the tent 
from his automobile, and watched the 
proceedings for a while. Young Mr. Han- 
cock reported that 119 foals were wean- 
ed at Claiborne Stud this fall. There was 
a minimum of fuss, he said, and the sep- 
arations went off very well. 

No stud fees were attached to the 
weanlings or the foals being carried by 
the broodmares in the Goff sale. All had 
been paid. 

Mark Leach, who bought Skytracer and 
some of the other Goff horses. came down 
from Detroit for the sale. He formerly 
operated a small farm at Lexington. Now 
an automobile dealer, he intends to start 
breeding Thoroughbreds again. He was 


undecided, he said, whether to arrange to 
stand Skytracer at Lexington or move 
him to Michigan. 
Joe Metz represented Mrs. Helen S.

Grey Lag Was 


Best in East, 


But Superstition Cost Money 


Grey Lag was the second best son of 
*Star Shoot as a race horse, inferior only 
to Sir Barton. And like Sir Barton, he 
was bred by “The Wizard,” John E. Mad- 
den, at his Hamburg Place, near Lexing- 
ton, Ky., where he was foaled in 1918. 
His dam was Miss Minnie, by *Meddler. 


Grey Lag was purchased as a yearling 
by Max Hirsch for $10,000, and ran seven 
times in Hirsch’s colors. The first was at 
Saratoga on August 18, 1920, in a purse 
at six furlongs for maiden 2-year-olds. He 
was beaten a neck by Dartmoor. Clyde 
Ponce rode Grey Lag, which went off at 
50 to 1. 


Grey Lag escaped the maiden ranks on 
his fifth appearance under colors. At Bel- 
mont Park on September 8, in the Islip 
Handicap, he was quoted at about 4 to 1 
and ridden by Buddy Ensor. He won by a 
head from Quecreek, with Star Voter 
third. In the beaten field were Careful, 
topweight under 126 pounds; Knobbie,

The Bohemian, and Baby Grand. 

Step Lightly, trained by Gene Wayland 
and ridden by Frank Keogh, and Star 
Voter, with Sande up, whipped him in 
the Futurity, but he was running over his 
field after getting away sluggishly. So it 
occasioned no surprise when he won the 
seven-furlong Champagne Stakes three 
days later, by six lengths. 


SUPERSTITIOUS. The day after this 
race, Hirsch was accosted by Sam Hil- 
dreth, who was assembling horses for 
Harry F. Sinclair’s Rancocas Stable, then 
in the process of formation. He asked if 
Grey Lag was for sale. Hirsch said he 
was, for $40,000. 

Hildreth then came to Hirsch’s stable 
to examine the colt. Grey Lag had a pe 
culiar patch of gray, almost white, hairs 
on his side, which was not noticeable un- 
der the saddle. The colt was stripped of 
course, when Hildreth examined him, and 
after one glance at this odd patch, Hil- 


dden, of Hamburg Place, but he did most 
Earl 


dreth backed away and would not have 
the colt at any price. It is questionable if 
racing ever boasted a more superstitious 
individual than Hildreth. 


PAYOFF. Two or three days later, 
Sinclair came along and asked Hirsch if 
Grey Lag was for sale. Hirsch admitted 
this was the fact, but told Sinclair his 
trainer had turned the colt down because 
of the white patch on his side. He added 
that the price had since gone up to $60,- 
000. This, Sinclair agreed to pay, despite 
Hildreth’s objections. 

He ran six more races that year, in Hil- 
dreth’s name and colors. He won the Rem. 
sen Handicap by a neck, beating Knob- 
bie, which was then owned by Quincy 
Johnson, and trained by Jim Fitzsimmons, 
He won the Autumn Day Stakes at Em- 
pire City, under 125 pounds, beating Ed 
Simms’ Mulciber, which was trained by 
Bill Wallace. In his preceding race, un- 
der 128 pounds, Grey Lag went under by 
two lengths to Mulciber (111). Knobbie 
(125), which had whipped Grey Lag in 
his first two races for Hildreth, was third. 

Grey Lag concluded the year by finishing 
second, a length behind Tryster in the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes. Behave 
Yourself was third. Sporting Blood and 
two others were unplaced. 


NO DERBY. Grey Lag was given spe- 
cial preparation at Rancocas Farm for 
the Kentucky Derby. Rancocas boasted 
one of the finest indoor and outdoor 
private training tracks in this country. 
Dave Leary took him to Louisville, and 
48 hours before the race, he trod upon 
a stone while galloping, and suffered a 
bruise on one of his heels. This precluded 
his being started. Had he been able to 
start, he would have unquestionably won 
the Derby. 

After returning East, he won the Free- 
port Handicap at Belmont Park, but sus- 
tained a check in the Withers, and fin- 
ished third to Leonard 2nd, trained by 
Kim Patterson, and Sporting Blood, 
trained by Willie Booth. 

Grey Lag won his next eight starts in 
succession. They were the Belmont and 
Brooklyn Handicaps, the Dwyer Stakes, 
Bryn Mawr Purse, Empire City Derby, 
Knickerbocker Handicap, the Mount Kis- 
co, and the Devonshire International. 
Three of these, the Brooklyn Handicap, 
Knickerbocker Handicap, and the Devon- 
shire International, were “big races.” 


BIG RACE. In the Brooklyn Handicap, 
Hildreth started Mad Hatter, 132 pounds, 
Sande up, and Grey Lag, 112, Laverne 
Fator up. It was a first-class field. Ex- 
terminator had 129 pounds, Eternal 128, 
and Audacious 127. John P. Grier, start- 
ing for the first time that year, had 124. 
Others were Paul Jones 116, Leonardo 


‘ 


2nd 109, Captain Alcock 105, and Donna- 
cona 10914. 


The Rancocas pair were favorites at 
2 to 1. Exterminator was 4 to 1, John P. 
Grier 5 to 1. Eternal and Leonardo 2nd 
were coupled at 6 to 1, and the others 
were up to 25 to 1. Leonardo 2nd led for 
half a mile with John P. Grier close in 
pursuit. At the three-quarter pole, Frank 
Keogh had taken John P. Grier to the 
front and was leading by a length. At 
this stage, Grey Lag was lying handily 
in third place. Entering the long stretch, 
Fator sent Grey Lag along, and nearing 
the stands he assumed command by half 
a length. He continued to widen out, and 
at the finish he was the best part of two 
lengths in front of John P. Grier. 


They were running too fast for Mr. Kil- 
mer’s old gelding. The first mile was run 
in 1:3625, the nine furlongs in 1:494%, 
three-fifths slower than the track record. 
It was an exceptionally good race for a 
3-year-old so early in the year. Mad Hat- 
ter, Grey Lag’s stable companion, ran a 
pig of a race, but the temperamental son 
of Fair Play—Madcap never showed his 
best at Aqueduct. 


The Knickerbocker Handicap, 1,'; miles. 
was run at Empire City on July 23. This 
was the race after the East View Stakes, 
in which Runstar was disqualified for 
fouling Kai-Sang, and which nearly re- 
sulted in a riot. 


Here again, Hildreth indulged in his 
usual practice, “two pluck one.” He 
started Grey Lag with the steadier of 135 
pounds, and Knobbie, with 126 pounds. 
They were coupled at 2 to 7. Gene Way- 
land started Careful, 108 pounds. and was 
confident the daughter of *Wrack—Mind- 
ful. by *Star Shoot, would humble the 
great Grey Lag. Others were similarly 
minded. In 17 starts at two, Careful had 
won 12 races and been second once. Prior 
to the Knickerbocker, she had won the 
Chesapeake Stakes and the Pimlico Oaks 
and she was fit as hands could make her. 
Careful was sent to the front at the break, 
and ran Knobbie into the ground for the 
first half-mile. She was leading by 114 
lengths at this stage, and Grey Lag was 
rating off the pace. Entering the home- 
stretch, Grey Lag came with one long 
run, caught the tiring filly, and went on 
to win by 2% lengths in 1:45, two-fifths 
slower than the track record. Copper De- 
mon, owned by Quincy Johnson, was 
third, with Knobbie beaten off. Grey Lag 
was giving Careful 22 pounds by the 
scale, and the filly was good enough to 
win eight more races after the Knicker- 
bocker Handicap. 


Grey Lag then had a three-day rest 
and was pulled out for the Mt. Kiscq

Almabmoud was foaled on May 18, 1947, at the 
C. V. Whitney Farm, near Lexington. She was 
sold in the consignment of Henry H. Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm at the Saratoga Sales in 1948, 
and went to Thomas D. Taggart for $15,000. Mr. 
Taggart later died, and the filly was re-sold on 
April 16, 1949, at a dispersal sale at Keeneland, 
and brought $15,000 from William G. Helis. The 
daughter of *Mahmoud raced for Mr. Helis at 
two, and won a division of the Colleen Stakes. 
However, she was not mentioned on the Fxperi- 
mental Free Handicap. 


This year her percentage of winning races in- 
creased, and before the Vineland Handicap, she 
won two of her five starts, and earned $5,560. The 
Vineland was her first start since June 24, when 
she finished ninth in the Delaware Oaks, won by 
Next Move, with Busanda second and Include 
third. The Vineland also marked her first start 
since the death of Mr. Helis in July. 

Almahmoud was the least regarded of 14 starters 
in the 1l;y-mile Vineland, and by winning, she 
paid $103 to the few persons who ventured to buy 
a $2 ticket on her. Also she was the second 


3-year-old filly to win the Vineland in the eight- 
year history of the race. The only other 3-year-old 
to win was Miss Kimo, which carried 117 pounds 
to victory over Camargo and Letmenow in 1947. 
Miss Kimo also was owned by Mr. Helis and 
trained by William Booth. Not having won a 
stakes or placed in one this year, Almahmoud was 
assigned 108 pounds in the 1950 renewal. The top 
weight of 122 pounds was carried by Calumet 
Farm’s Bewitch, winner of the event in 1949. 
Almahmoud was coupled with stablemate, Drift- 
ing Maid, also in at 108 pounds. Almahmoud 
broke quickly from the outside, and established a 
clear lead going into the first turn. She was fol- 
lowed throughout by Hal Price Headley’s 4-year- 
old Lithe, but was never seriously threatened. Be-

Handling Young Horses 


(From Bill Peel, Sunnyslope, 
Riverside, Calif.) 

Reading the September 30 issue of 
Bioop-Horse (Things and People), 
I noted a paragraph referring to my 
practice of advising yearling buyers how 
the yearlings they have purchased have 
been raised, fed and handled. At Sara- 
toga or California a note to the 
new owner is pinned by thumb tack on 
the stall door advising him how his year- 
ling has been handled. It is done because 
my interest in them does not end when 
a buyer leads his yearling away. It never 
ends so long as they live. I believe the 
buyer of a yearling is entitled to know 
something of the background of his pur- 
chase. | believe the yearling is entitled 
to a chance to learn his new way of life 
with as few mistakes made as_ possible 
in his behalf, 

There are 50 years of horse lore be- 
hind these yearlings, still I learn some- 
thing new every day in working with 
them. From a corral full of 4-, 5-, and 
6-year-old range-raised wild Thorough- 
breds that never had a halter on them, 
the race tracks, polo fields, the breeding 
farms, the horse markets and inspection 
boards of the first World War, the veteri- 
nary hospitals in the field with the first 
A. E. F. Horse lore—the things a man 
learns in a lifetime with a horse at his 
side. It pays off daily in starting babes 
out for a life in the “sport of kings”. 
Bad horses, ugly mannered Thorough- 
breds—I’ve seen lots of them on the race 
tracks, but they were man-made. 


A feed sack is a feed sack to most men 
familiar with it. A simple thing in itself, 
but one of the best things about a wean- 
ing barn if in knowing hands. How about 
that, Bill Averton at Lord Adare’s at old 
Ft. Union, in Eire? Do you still use it, 
Bill, as we did at Perris? 

It is strange to me to be at Saratoga, 
and see a yearling ordered out, then see 
two or three men enter a stall to pen the 
youngster so he could be caught; to have 
a boy come to me from a certain barn 
in 1948, to say he had a colt so wicked 
that the boy could not enter his stall, 
let alone work on him or do his stall up. 
I'd like to have had an hour a day for 
about three days, with that babe with a 
feed sack. He’d put no one out of a stall. 

Then I think of 50 or 60 roaming the 
fields of the old Perris Farm. How you 
could go among them, pull them hither 
and yon by the tail, pick up their feet 
while they stood alone and unattended. 
I can still hear Neil McCarthy’s warning, 


“Don’t go up to that yearling that way. 
He will kick you.” What the barrister 
did not realize was that I had raised the 
kids and they never kicked at any man. 
They were educated, though never in a 
stall. 

V'll always believe it is an aid to a 
yearling if a buyer is furnished some in- 
formation as to the feeding and how the 
kid was brought up and handled. 

Also for California, the sale committee 
should put a $25 penalty against any 
yearling that is sent into the ring with 
enly a lead strap, that has never been 
bitted and has no Chiffney bit on him, 
The ringman does a masterful job on 
those badly handled yearlings. He should 
be paid extra for them. 


A Lady Shows Them How 


(From Dexter Finney, Baltimore, Md.) 
Janon Fisher Jr. is now training his 
horses at Pimlico, and in his employ is a 
phenomenon or “phenomeness,” however 
you would express an exceptional girl ex- 
erciser. She is Joyce Goldschmidt, a 
young blonde about 22 years old, from 
Overly, Md. Joyce is up and about short- 
ly after 3:30 each morning and arrives 
here at the race track long before day- 
light. Then she starts getting on horses, 
and to see her operate is a sight to behold. 


There are approximately 200 horses in 
a close radius ot us, and she gallops 20 of 
them every day. Some are half-milers 
who race at Marlboro and Timonium, and 
others are Marylanders who have small 
outfits and don’t employ a permanent boy. 
And in addition, she is on salary to Mr. 
Fisher and gets on six for him. After 
exercising all these, she gets her own two 
2-year-olds out before noon. 


It came up mud the other morning, so 
I walked down to the rail to note the con- 
dition of the track. It was 6 o’clock, and 
and there was Joyce just pulling up a 
big, rough, brown horse with draw reins, 
after exercising. I asked her if he was 
her first mount and she said no, he was 
her fifth. At eight she had been on 13 
mounts and was starting on Mr. Fisher’s 
horses. From then on she had to slow 
down, as Mr. Fisher trains slower than 
the others. I personally went down to see 
her get on her 20th and last one that 
morning, for our whole outfit had clocked 
her all morning, getting a great kick out 
of her ambition and hustling tactics. If 
some of her “clients” don’t want weight 
on their horses, she has an ex-show jump- 
er of her own that she uses as a pony. 


Her own 2-year-olds consist of a 
*Rhodes Scholar filly out of a St. Elmo 
mare which is built like a Quarterhorse, 
and a colt by the unknown sire Galway 


(by *Sir Gallahad 3rd) out of a *McGee 


mare.

She has had the colt only two 


of purchase. But he jogs and gallops 
around the track like an old hand now. 
Joyce says the reason she bought him out 
of a pasture in Virginia where he had 
never had an oat was because he had a 
sensible look about him. After looking 
at him and noting his intelligent head, not 
to mention his good legs, I was inclined 
to agree with her. He looks like a Pilate. 

Joyce has the respect of everyone with 
whom she comes in contact on the back 
stretch, and her horsemanship is above 
reproach. At one time she galloped a 
group of horses that all ran in the same 
race. As the horses left the paddock on 
the way to the post, she told the owner 
of one, a maiden that had shown marked 
improvement in his training, that she 
thought his horse might win. He scoffed 
at the idea, but Joyce had the courage of 
her convictions and placed a $2 bet on 
the maiden. He won and paid $99.00. That 
was the one and only bet she ever made. 

Her crowning achievement was getting 
on 32 horses one morning, starting at 5:30 
and finishing at 1:30 in the afternoon. 
She says the owners just kept leading 
them up to her and she would climb on. 
She gets $1 for all outside mounts. 

She dislikes going to the races—just 
likes the morning work and atmosphere. 
If her own stock don’t take to racing, she 
says that she will make jumpers out of 
them, and show them for fun. 


So there you have a girl that should 
have been a boy, who is a big, strong, 
powerfully-built girl who wears a man’s 
shirt, blue jeans, and a pair of boots. She 
is a credit to the game, for sure. 


CLAIMING RACES 


Over half a million dollars was involv- 
ed in claiming transactions at Atlantic 
City during the 45-day meeting which 
closed on September 30. Averaging about 
three claims each day, 137 horses chang- 
ed hands for a total of $582,500. 

Some of the claimed horses were _in- 
volved in more than one transaction. 
Play Toy, a 4-year-old gelding by Eter- 
nal Bull—Day Toy, by Quince King, was 
claimed three times during the meeting. 
Racing for the Trio Stable, he was claim- 
ed out of his second start at Atlantic City 
by W. P. Taylor for $7,500. Four starts 
later, D. G. Neuman claimed him for 
$10,000, and in his next race he was 
taken by J. L. McKnight for the same 
price.

to be sure, won a race at Atlantic City 
in August, but it was at six furlongs, 
and Palestinian was eligible to it only 
because he’d been away a year. 


The race was for non-winners of two 
races other than claiming this year, and 
Palestinian had his field outclassed. 
Against good horses in New York he 
hadn’t been getting anywhere, and in his 
attempt at a stakes, the Aqueduct Handi- 
cap on September 4, he had been tenth 
and last. 


But in the Grey Lag he ran a thor- 
oughly good race, and while he was 
fourth this was only a nose and two 
necks away from first place. He moved 
up dangerously at the top of the stretch, 
in something approaching his old style. 
Eddie Arcaro, in fact. thought he had a 
winner into the last sixteenth, when Pal- 
estinian hung a little. It was very close 
to a winning race, and just a little im- 
provement will get him something in the 
waning days of the season. 


PURCHASE, “I hope,” remarked a 
colleague as the field for the Grey Lag 
went to the post, “that Lotowhite doesn’t 
win this race, because if he does we've 
got to go ask some questions.” The 
name of owner T. G. Benson was un- 


familiar to me also, but after Lotowhite 
went on and won it, it developed that 
Mr. Benson had been in racing for a 
good many years. It was reported that 
he had owned Hygro, one of the top 
2-year-olds of 1931, but this doesn’t seem 
to stand up, because as far as the rec- 
ords go, Hygro belonged to the Nevada 
Stock Farm of George Wingfield. There 
may be something in it, at that, for it 
was also reported that he was associated 
with T. P. Morgan, and Morgan did own 
an interest in Hygro after he went to the 
stud. As you will gather, Benson wasn’t 
on hand to be asked. About all I can 
add is that he’s an oil man, from Refugio. 
Texas, 


At all events, he isn’t new to racing, 
but he is new to Lotowhite. On the pre- 
vious day he had bought three horses, 
Lotowhite, Valuta, and Thirty Love, from 
Hal Price Headley. The sale was pri- 
vate and the amount not disclosed, but 
the investment is $20,350 less now. Since 
Frank Barnett had been training the colt, 
he saddled him for the Gray Lag, but 
now A. G. (Bob) Robertson takes over. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade Stable is the current leading mon- 
ey-winning owner. Calumet Farm is sec-

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FRACTURED SESAMOIDS 


When the account of Sickle’s Image’s 
victory in the James H. Connors Me- 
morial Stakes was being prepared for 
publication (Blood-Horse of September 
30, page 662), the staff of this magazine 
was unable to account for the where- 
abouts of Sickletoy, sire of the winner of 
the Narragansett Park feature. 

Dr. D. C. Stearns, of the Euclid Vet- 
erinary Hospital, at Cleveland, has kind- 
ly furnished the missing information. 
Sickletoy. Dr. Stearns writes, “. . . was 
humanely destroyed at Hot Springs a 
year or two ago after breaking down 
badly. He had a cracked sesamoid. The 
chipped part was removed at Ohio State 
University and it looked like he might 
return to the races, but such was not 
the case. He has only two or three foals, 
due to the fact that he was a very shy 
breeder. IL examined a semen sample 
from him in 1945 or 1946 and found very 
few normal spermatozoa. The motility 
was poor and most of the sperm were ab- 
normal or dead. 

“It would be interesting to know how 
many horses have been operated on for 
a similar condition (with removal of 
part of a sesamoid bone) and have re- 
turned to the races with any degree of 
success. The only other horse I know 
of that was operated on similarly was 
Borracho, who was operated on at Cor- 
nell, I barred him from racing at Sun- 
shine Park, and a month later he broke 
down so badly in pasture that he had 
to be destroyed.” 

THe Btoop-Horst has had a re- 
port of an operation to repair a broken 
sesamoid, but the filly in question was 
not raced afterward. 

The operation was performed in Oc- 
tober, 1945, on the 2-year-old filly Flint 
Ress, owned by Dr. Alvis E. Greer of 
Houston, Texas. Dr. Duncan McKeever, 
of Houston, operated on Flint Ress and 
removed a fragment of sesamoid bone 
that had been torn loose. About one- 
third of an inch separated the broken 
portions, The upper part, comprising 
about 30 per cent of the sesamoid bone, 
was removed, and the ligament attached 
to it was fastened to the remaining por- 
tion of the bone with stainless steel su- 
tures. Details of the operation appeared 
in THe Btoop-Horse of October 20, 
1945, page 719. A further report on the 
recovery of the filly appeared in the 
issue of December 15, 1945, page 1295. 

Chris Christenson Jr., of Bedford, 
Ohio, also furnished some information 
about Sickletoy. The horse was at stud 
in Ohio, he says, at six and seven, and 
was placed back in training as an 8-year- 
old. He confirms Dr. Stearns’ statement 
that Sickletoy fractured a sesamoid, and

Knightsbridge. Recognizing the latent 
importance of the Jockey Club, he pro- 
vided accommodation for its meetings as 
well as dining facilities and a cook. Thus 
he formed an alliance with the most in- 
fluential body on the Turf, and when the 
club moved to permanent quarters at 
Newmarket he reaped the benefit. He 
inaugurated sales of bloodstock in the 
town. At first these were informal affairs 
held in the High Street. But their scope 
was steadily enlarged, and now they take 
place in the well-appointed sale-ring and 
adjuncts of the Park Paddocks. 


THE GREAT ST. SIMON. Many 
legends are told about notable people 
who have been associated with New- 
market. There was the Escape scandal, 
when the Prince Regent (later George 
IV) was virtually warned off by the still 
embryonic Jockey Club because he sup- 
ported loyally his jockey, Sam Clufrey, 
who was accused of chicanery. 

There was the “Dictator of the Turf”, 
Admiral Rous, who would watch the 
racing from a deserted part of the heath 
and afterwards compile his handicaps 
with miraculous insight into form. 

There was the Duke of Portland who, 
after buying St. Simon, went to the heath 
one morning to see his purchase work for 
the first time, only to find the colt appar- 
ently so awkward that he could not gallop

at all. (St. Simon afterwards showed 
himself to be one of the greatest horses 
to appear on the Turf.) 

Great trainers, from Frampton—the 
“Father of the Turf”, who held the post 
of “Keeper of the Running Horses” to the 
immediate successors of Charles Il—to 
the Butters and Boyd-Rocheforts of mod- 
ern times, have followed their profession 
in the town. 

Newmarket is generally recognized as 
having brought dignity and continuity to 
English racing. During World Wars IL 
and II it provided a temporary home for 
the great classic annual races—the Derby 
and Oaks from Epsom, and the St. Leger 
from Doncaster. It maintained the vitality 
of the Turf tradition so that when World 
War II was over, racing and breeding 
could begin again, practically where 
they had left off.

OBITUARY 


John J. Raskob 


John J. Raskob, 71, died of a heart at- 
tack at his Pioneer Point Farm, near Cen- 
treville, Md., on October 14. Mr. Raskob 
was widely known as an industrialist (Gen- 
eral Motors and E. I. du Pont de Nem- 
ours), and for a time he was a powerful 
influence in the Democratic Party. Less 
well known was his interest in Thorough- 
bred breeding and racing, which began in 
1929 or 1930 and was based on his 3,000- 
acre Maryland Farm. 


Most of the breeding and racing was 
conducted under Mrs. Raskob’s name, but 
her husband took a considerable interest 
in the farm and racing stable. Among the 
first mares purchased by them was *Pal- 
estra, by *Prince Palatine—Adana, by 
*Adam, hence a half sister to Ariel, Ne- 
dana, Ladana, and others. For the Rask- 
obs she produced the stakes winner Lady 
Maryland, by *Sir Greysteel. 


Mr. Raskob is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Helena Green Raskob, ten children, a 
brother, and two sisters. 


OHIO VALLEY CLUB 


First autumn meeting of the Ohio Val- 
ley Thoroughbred Club was held at Cin- 
cinnati on October 6. The guest speaker 
was Roscoe Goose, of Louisville, who is 
a member of the Kentucky Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, and is a former 
jockey and trainer, 


Mr. Goose discussed the training of 
young riders, and offered some sugges- 
tions concerning apprentice allowances. 
He said that he believed that jockeys 
are being brought along too fast at this 
time, and are not being properly trained 
as horsemen before being allowed to ride 
races. He said also that some of the 
large racing stables are not developing 
young riders but are depending on rid- 
ing material developed in the smaller 
stables. 


Mr. Goose believes that apprentice al- 
lowances should be available only to 
contract owners, and that outside em- 
ployers should not receive the benefit of 
the allowance. This, he said, would 
result in apprentices being developed 
more thoroughly, instead of being forced 
into prominence before they are seasoned 
horsemen, and would also cause the larg- 
er racing stables to develop their own 
apprentices.

Stakes, a mile and 70 yards, in which he 
carried 121 pounds, gave ten pounds to 
his only rival Copper Demon, and won 
by seven lengths at the unbackable price 
of 1 to 30. 


Grey Lag was loaded the following 
day, and shipped to Kenilworth Park, 
Windsor, Canada, to keep his engagement 
in the Devonshire International, 11 miles. 
He carried top weight of 126 pounds. He 
conceded three pounds to Black Servant, 
nine pounds to Bygone Days, and 15 
pounds to Dark Horse and Radio. A wind- 
storm had blown most of the top soil off 
the track, and it was like concrete. Black 
Servant, second choice at 33 to 10, led 
Grey Lag almost to the wire—his margin 
at the three-quarter pole was two lengths. 
But Sande put Grey Lag under pressure, 
and in a driving finish he got up to win 
by a nose in new Canadian record time 
of 1:50. The odds were a shade less than 
1 to 2. 


Grey Lag failed to win again at three. 
Touch Me Not beat him in the Lawrence 
Realization, Mad Hatter defeated him in 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup, and he fell 
apart in the Latonia Championship, won 
by Sporting Blood, and finished fourth. 


Grey Lag was beaten once in six starts 
at four. Exterminator gave him nine 
pounds and whipped him in the Brooklyn 
Handicap. He won the Empire City Han- 
dicap under 132 pounds—Grey Lag was 
invincible over the Empire City track. He 
won the Saratoga Handicap, carrying 130 
pounds, with Exterminator last under 137 
pounds. But Exterminator was shot all to 
pieces. The titanic struggle in the Brook- 
lyn, followed by an effort to win the In- 
dependence Handicap, 144 miles under 
140 pounds, undermined his iron consti- 
tution, and he was only the shadow of the 
horse he had been up to the Brooklyn. 


At five Grey Lag won four of his five 
starts; he was beaten by *Snob 2nd in the 
Long Beach Handicap. He was off very 
badly, and conceded 164 pounds to the 
winner, which established a new track 
record, 1:43 for 17g miles. The old record 
had been 1:44144. He wound up the year 
by winning the Suburban Handicap, with 
135 pounds. *Snob 2nd, 115 pounds, was 
beaten two lengths. Grey Lag, in his time, 
won all of the major handicaps in the 
East: the Suburban, Brooklyn, Saratoga, 
Metropolitan, Empire City, Queens Coun- 
ty, and Excelsior. 


STUD FAILURE. Grey Lag was re- 
tired to the stud in 1924 but was found 
almost sterile. He was brought back to 
racing in 1927 and won his only two 


starts, both sprints under heavy weights. 
In 1928, although he was ten years old, 
he won one race and was third in four 
starts. It was a shame to put him back 
in training. 

He was then retired to the Rancocas 
Farm as a pensioner, and Sinclair later 
presented him to the farm’s veterinarian 
for a hack. The veterinarian died, and 
his estate sold Grey Lag, which was put 
back in training when he was 13 years 
old. He started in four races and was 
third once. His racing was confined to 
Canada, where he ran in the name of a 
Mrs. J. Gasson. He competed in claimers 
at $2,000, $1,500, and $1,000. His last 
start was at Dorval Park, July 1, 1931. 
He was entered to be claimed for $1,000. 
He finished ninth. 


PUBLIC PROTESTS. A howl went up 
that echoed and re-echoed the length and 
breadth of the continent. Harry Sinclair 
was abused as if he were a pickpocket. 
Sinclair was entirely innocent, but he 
sent a man to Canada, and brought Grey 
Lag back to Rancocas and retired him 
permanently. I do not know when he died, 
or where he is buried. 


He was the sire of one stakes winner, the 
filly Greyola, out of the Combourgh mare 
*Cola. She was the winner of nine races 
and $42,225. She won the Lynnbrook and 
Bellrose Claiming Stakes at two, and the 
Agua Caliente Derby ($29,200) at three. 
She was purchased by Raoul Walsh for 
$15,000 the day before the race.
